‘Henry L. Weeke, bettes known in Re- 
publican political circles as ‘‘Hank,”’ is 
being twitted by his friends on account 
of an exceedingly unpleasant  four- 
hours’ imprisonment in a bathroom in 
Suite 937-939 Planters Hotel.

Found Door Locked. 

When Weeke attempted to leave the 
bathroom he found the door was locked. 
He worked at the bolt a few minutes, 
and found it would not work. Then he 
let out a series of warwhoops, but 
failed to attract the attention of any 
of the members of the party in the next 
room. They were deeply engrossed in a 
subject which they all decline to discuss. 

Among the participants in the “story 
telling’’ match were Constable Frank 
Slater, “Grandfather’’ Nat Goldstein, 
Building Commissioner James A. Smith. 
Ex-Judge Hickman P. Rodgers, Al 
Thomson, and one or two Republican 
city officials. 

Everybody had his mind so concen- 
trated on the subject under discussion 
that Weeke was not missed for hours. 
Weeke could not hear a sound from the 
outside. 

For four hours Weeke puffed and per- 


spired, and at times made the air almost 


blue with the denunciations of his own 
misfortune. Finally, as Thomson 
passed from one room to the other, he 
heard a voice that sounded like it em- 
anated from a cavern. 


Sounded Like Friend. 

“Sounds like a friend of mine,” said! 
Thomson. “He must be in the bath- 
room.”’

He called 
and Weeke answered faintly from the 
inside.

Lieutenants Who Testified Are 
Told They Are Party 
Defendants. 


By Associated Press. 

ANNAPOLIS, July 27.—The Sutton in- 
quiry was adjourned today indefinitely. 
This action was taken on a ruling of 
the Court that Mrs. Sutton was & com- 
plainant in the case and all the officers 
concerned in the affair were made party 
defendants. 

The hearing will not be resumed until 
Lieut. Utley, another party defendant, 
returns from abroad. 

When the board of inquiry resumed 
its investigation today, the announce- 
ment that Mrs. Rose Sutton Parker, 
Sutton’s sister, would testify, brought 
the largest crowd to the auditorium of 
any day since the inquiry began. 

There were three women to each man 
among the spectators. Commander 
Hood, presiding officer of the court, 
announced that there would be argu- 
ments by the lawyers and Maj. Leon- 
ard, the judge advocate, after all the 
testimony was in, and rebuttal would 
be allowed after the testimony of Lieut. 
Utley and Surgeon Cook, the absent wit- 
ness, was taken next week. 


No Finger of Suspicion. 


In response to a request by Mr. Bier- 
ney, Lieut. Adams’ counsel, that coun- 
sel for Mrs. Sutton stipulate more Clear- 
ly in regard to his final argument in 
the case, Attorney Davis said he had 
entered the inquiry with an entirely open 
mind and he did not intend to point the 
finger of suspicion against any particu- 
lar officer, but he would not hesitate in 
saying he might offer certain specific 
recommendations to the court, in regard 
to persons concerned in the inquiry, in 
his summing up. 

The Judge Advocate read Mrs. Sutton’s 
letter to the Navy Department, asking 
for a reopening of the investigation of 
her son’s death. He requested that Mrs. 
Sutton now be considered a complainant 
in the case and not a mere party to the 
inquiry, and that all the officers in- 
volved in the affair be allowed to be 
present in court and be. represented to 
cross-examine Mrs. Sutton and any wit- 
‘nesses produced by the Suttons. 

Mr. Davis said his client was not di- 
recting an inquisition against any one 
person, but that he welcomed represen-. 
tation by counsel of any one of the per- 
sons involved. 


Officers to Have Counsel. 


“T ask this board to present authority 
for this sudden change in the nature 
of the proceedings,’ Mr. Davis said. 

A long argument between Mr. Davis 
and the Judge Advocate ensued. 

Maj. Leonard said he had, up to this 
point, avoided making any one com- 
plainant or party defendant to the in- 
quiry, but that if there was any doubt 
in the Court’s mind as to the position 
in which the admission of Mrs. Sutton’s 
letter in evidence placed the officers con- 
cerned, he would present further evi- 
dence. Mr. Davis said he did not shirk 
any responsibility in the matter, but in- 
sisted that Mrs. Sutton was not a com- 
plainant against any particular person 
and was simply the moving party. 

The Court ruled that all the officers 
concerned were entitled to representa- 
tion. Maj. Leonard called Lieutenants 
Bevan, Osterman, Willing, Adams and 
Sergt. De Hart into the courtroom, 

Mr. Davis thereupon asked for an ad. 
journment until he could clearly define 
his position in the case, 


Accuses Court of Remission, 


“This new alignment suggested by the 
Judge Advicate places me in an entirely 
new relation to the case,’’ said Mr. 
Davis. “I am not here as a prosecutor, 
but to assist in conducting a full and 
impartial investigation into the facts 
and the present situation appears ‘to 
force me to decide between withdrawing 
from the case or proceeding from this 
point in an entirely different capacity.”’ 

Mr. Davis accused the Judge Advocate 
of laches in the proceedings by not in- 
troducing Mrs. Sutton’s letter in evi- 
dence at the start and fully defining the 
nature of the inquiry at that time. 
Maj. Leonard said he had no other in- 
tention from the inception of the inquiry 
than to declare his present attitude, but 
had deferred it simply to afford the in- 
troduction of all the impartial and un- 
biased evidence that could be obtained. 

Commander Hood notified the officers 
that they were parties defendant to the 
inquiry and decided to adjourn court 
until Lieut. Utley and Surgeen Cook re- 
turned. 


Mother Wrote to Navy Head. 

Mrs. Sutton’s letter, which formed the 
basis of the Government’s new attitude 
in the case, Was written to the Secretary 
of the Navy Feb. 8, 1909, and referred 
to the petition, made in his behalf for 
a new investigation, by Senator Borne 
of Oregon. The following paragraph ap- 
peared in the letter: 

“That it should be found that one of 
the other participants in the affray in 
which my son lost his life was crim- 
inally responsible for his death, or 
probably responsible, such further action 


taken for the purpose of bringing the 
person so thought to be responsible to 
trial and to punishment if convicted.” 

Mrs. Sutton added that her own in- 
vestigation convinced her that her son 
was killed by a brother officer.

Attorney Lon O. Hocker, who testified 
that James Campbell, financial head of 
the lighting monopoly of St. Louis, 1s 
furnishing the money to carry on Circuit 
Attorney Jones’ quo-warranto _ suit 
against the West End Light and Power 
Co., in his further testimony admitted 
he had gone to Mayor Kreismann and 
President Reber of the Board of Public 
Improvements and tried to persuade 
them to let him bring the ouster suit 
in the name of the city. 

The attempt of Hocker to draw Presi- 
dent Reber into the suit, after the form- 
er Board of Public Improvements had 
recognized the validity of the West End 
company’s franchise and granted it per- 
mits, is reported to have ended in sharp 
words. 

Hocker testified before Commis- 
sioner Thompsen Monday afternoon 
that Isaac H. Lionberger, general 
counsel! for the Laclede Gas Light Co., 
sent him to James Campbell, who is 
interested heavily in all the public 
utility corpcrations of St. Louis. 
Hocker said he informed Campbell he 
was going to employ Jeptha D. Howe, 
the Republican boss, as associate 
counsel in the prosecntion of the quo 
warranto suit which was to be, and 
has since been filed, by Circuit At- 
torney Jones, Howe’s brother-in-law. 

Gas Company Hand Seen. 

The attorneys for the West End 
company maintain that Hocker’s testi- 
mony shows that both the Union 
Electric Light and Power Co. and the 
Laclede Gas Light Co., through Camp- 
bell and Lionberger, are backing the 
Jones-Hocker-Howe suit to preventa 
competitor in the light business from 
cntering the field. 

Circuit Attorney Jones testified that 
even if it were shown that Howe and 
Hocker represented the light monopoly, 
he would permit them to continue as 
special counsel in the case to deprive 
the West End Co. of its charter. 

After Hocker had admitted that James 
Campbell furnished the money for the 
suit, he was asked: 

“When you gave Mr. Howe that $1000, 
you knew where it was coming from 
ultimately, didn’t you?’’ 

“Well, I had assurance.”’ 


Cambell Guarantor. 
‘What I am trying to get at is this: 


From whom did these assurances come 
to you, and when?” 

“Well, they came through Mr. Camp- 
bell. I don’t know when.”’ 

Hocker further testified, in regard to 
the filing of the quo warranto suit: 

“TIT had a talk with Mr. Lionberger 
after the Trigg suit was brought, as to 
certain questions of law. The reason I 
did that was because Mr. Trigg told me 
he had a talk with Mr. Lionberger, and 
that Mr. Lionberger was very familiar 
with the law and the facts in these 
cases. My impression is that there are 
certain facts he wanted me to get from 
Mr. Campbell. And I went to Mr. Camp- 
bell and talked about these facts to him, 
and in that way met Mr. Campbell in 
connection with this matter.” 

Expense of Trigg Suit. 

Relative to the expense of the Trigg 
injunction suit, brought to enjoin the 
West End Co. from stringing wires and 
erecting poles, Hocker testified, im- 
mediately following his statement that 
he visited Campbell: 

“Tl want to say that Trigg informed

For the priv- 
lege of continuing to live he paid the 
amount of money which he makes in 
40 working days. 

That looks like a stroke of good busi- 
ness, as at that rate a man earning $60 
a month would have to pay only $80 to 
keep himself from being hanged. 

But the price which John Hays Ham- 
mond, soldier of fortune, paid to have 
the halter removed from around his 
neck was $125,000. He is not an $18-a- 
week clerk. His income amounts to $4.50 
a minute for each working day of 12 
heurs. 

Standing in the hotel lobby after tak- 
ing his breakfast Mr. Hammond smoked 
a long Mexican cigar. Just 10 minutes 
were consumed from the time he lit it 
until he threw the stump away.. In that 
period he had literally burned up $45 
worth of time and 25 cents worth of 
tobacco. 

Doesn’t Count Paydays. 

Yet Mr. Hammond works for a salary. 
It is a tidy salary, though, and he 
doesn’t have to start the day after one 
payday and count up how long it will 
be till the next one. 

The Guggenheims pay him $500,000 a 
year to look after their properties. They 
could get a man at a lower price, but 
they couldn't get as good a man, for 
Mr. Hammond is recognized the. world 
over as the greatest living mining ex- 
pert. 

Blazed African Trail. 

It was he who blazed the trails for 
Cecil Rhodes in the great gold fields of 
South Africa. It was he who turned 
misty tradition into solid wealth-pro- 
ducing fact by discovering King Solo- 
mon’s mines. It was he who was ar- 
rested with Jameson the raider and 
condemned to death by the Boers. Al- 
ways ready for a dicker, he sought a 
commutation of sentence and was given 
his choice of serving 15 years in solitary 
confinement or paying $125,000 into the 
Boer treasury. Money was no object to 
him. He knew where he could make 
more, so he cheerfully paid the fine and 
went forth a free man. 

To day his income from his private in- 
vestments in mines is said to equal his 
salary as expert for the Guggenheims. 
He serves his employers six hours a 
day. When he is through with his daily 
toil he can just sit down and do nothing 
for six hours more and all the time his 
income is piling up. 

As the saying goes Mr. Hammond is 
‘not much bigger than a minute’’—about 
as big, say, as $5, to put his size in 
terms of his earning capacity. 

He is small of stature and slight, and] 
his well-shaped head is large in propor- 
tion to the wiry frame on which it is 
set. 
Mr. Hammond is not one of those who 
believe that the day of opportunities for 
young men has passed, nor does he 
agree with John D. Rockefeller that a 
young man to succeed today must have 
capital to start with. 
“If by capital you mean _ actual 
money to invest I don’t think that is 
necessary at all,”’ he said. “Any young 
man can get rich if he i» willing to 
‘rough it’ as we did when I was young. 
If a young man is willing to ride a 
burro, climb mountains and cut his way 
through new country he will find wealth 
waiting for him at the end of his jour- 
ney. 
“He can’t expect to find a gotd mine 
in a Pullman car, though. There is one], 
thing he ought to have as his prime 
equipment—a technical education. The 
best investment any American father 
can make is to send his son to a tech- 
nical school. It doesn’t cost so much, 
either, and if the boy is the right sort, 
it will pay many thousand-fold on the 
amount expended. 
“In the mining industry the field 1s 
as good today as it ever was. The man 
who makes his money because of his 
technical skill need never be ashamed 
of being rich. It is good, clean money.”’: 
Simply Says “Dig.”

Lambert in Wright Machine 
Could Not Master Wind, 
Saulneir Asserts. 











By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau cof the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, July 27.—It is possible 


that Lewis Bleriot, who flew over the 
English Channel in his monoplane Sun- 
day morning, will compete in The World 
and Post-Dispatch $10,000 Fulton flight 
airship contest, according to his New 
York representative, Ralph Saulnier, 177 
West Forty-eighth street. 

Mr. Saulnier said today at the Aero 
Club of America that he had cabled 
Bleriot, placing the details of the contest 
before him, and that he had asked him 
to enter a machine if he could not per- 
sonally come to drive it. 


Mr. Saulnier, a brother of Raymond 
Saulnier, the engineer who assisted 
Bleriot in building the monoplane in 
which he made the Channel flight, has 
had communications from. Bleriot in 
which he signified his intention of ex- 
hibiting his machine in America. Un- 
der the inspiring circumstances of his 
success, Saulnier believes Bleriot will 
decide to come to America in person with 
his machine to take part in the Fulton 
flight. 

Saulnier takes exception to some of 
the things credited to Wilbur Wright in 
the interview sent out from Washington 
and points out the fact that Count Lam- 
bert, who was likewise waiting to make 
the Channel flight on Sunday morning, 
had a Wright machine and was unable 
to attempt the flight on account of the 
wind. Against this Mr. Saulnier points 
out that Bleriot flew in a 20-mile wind, 
which, he says, not only disproves 
Wright’s statement that the monoplane 
is inferior, but proves that the mono- 
plane is more practically efficient than 
a Wright biplane, which could not at- 
tempt .to make such a flight in such a 
breeze. 


Market Machinc in America. 

With an eye to the commercial oppor- 
tunities in the aeroplane business, 
Bleriot sent Saulnier to America last 
winter to look over the field. It is now 
Bleriot’s purpose to market his machine 
in this country exactly like an automo- 
bile. He has issued beautifully illus- 
trated catalogues showing the various 
specimens of the 14 different types he 
has for sale, which range in price from 
$2000 to $5500. 

“I knew that Bleriot would attempt 
the channel flight several months ago,”’ 
said Mr. Saulnier. ‘‘He had made up 
his mind to do it and was simply wait- 
ing for the precise time that he had 
planned in his mind. I was so sure 
that he would do it before Latham ac- 
complished the flight that I made a bet 
last week on the result. 

“Within the past few days I received 
word from my brother that Bleriot 
would attempt the flight about Sunday. 
He always ‘‘makes good,’’ as you Ame,- 
icans say. It is marvelous, when you 
consider that he has one of the smallest 
as well as the lightest machines in the 
world and weighs 193 pounds himself. 
Bleriot is one of the greatest mechanical 
geniuses in Europe. Though he is now 
independently wealthy, ‘he made every 
penny of his fortune by his own efforts. 
It cost him $200,000 to build the finished 
Bleriot machine, and he won but $20,000 
in prises, including ‘the Channel prize, 
yet I am certain he will make money 
on his investment. 

“T do not at all agree with the Messrs. 


Wright in their criticism of Bleriot’s 


machine. Not only do I think that he 
has demonstrated the superiority of the 
monoplane over the biplane, but he has 
shown conclusively that even the 
Wright machine cannot fly in the 
weather in which a monoplane can navi- 
gate. 


Lambert Couldn’t Venture, 
“The surest proof of my statement is 


the fact that Count Lambert said it 
was impossible for him to cross the 
channel in his Wright machine yester- 


j day. The Wright machine is the first 


evolution of the flying apparatus. It is 


simply experimental. 

“Though Bleriot has announced that 
he will give up flying after the Rheims 
contest, I think I know his nature suf- 
ficiently well to say that he will recon- 
sider it. For this reason I am reason- 
ably sure that he will come to America 
for the Fulton flight. I am confident 
that his next great feat will be the 
200-mile flight from London to Manches- 
ter, for which there is a prize of $36,- 
000.””

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A WARNING TO MR. JONES. 

In the deposition of Atto-ney Lon O. Hocker 
taken in the quo warranto suit against the 
West End Light and Power Co. two interesting 
points were brought out. Mr. Hocker employed 
Jeptha D. Howe to aid him in prosecuting the 
case and with Mr. Howe induced Circuit Attor- 
mey Jones to bring the suit in the name of the 
Btate.

It does not fol- 
low that because in retaining Mr. Howe to help 
him to get the suit filed by the Circuit Attor- 
ney Mr. Hocker was influenced by Mr. Howe's 
relationship to Circuit Attorney Jores, that the 
relationship influenced the Circuit Attorney to 
bring the suit. But Mr. Hocker retained Mr. Howe 
for that purpose and accomplished the purpose. 
Mr. Jones is in the unfortunate position of hav- 
ing carried out the Lighting Trust’s scheme.

The Sunday Post-Dispatch’s interview with 
‘President Delano of the Wabash on the removal 
of the railroad tracks from Forest Park and the 
residence district north of the park was inter- 
esting. It was chiefly interesting because it illus- 
trated the habitual resistance of the railroad cor- 
porations to plans for public improvements which 
may touch the treasury or the general interests 
of the corporation. 

Mr. Delano does not offer hearty co-operation 
with the city in ridding the park and its sur- 
roundings of the nuisance of railroad tracks, 
traffic and smoke. On the contrary, he can see 
only the immediate interest of the railroads. Ex- 
pressing his gratitude to the people of St. Louis 
for their kindness to the Wabash, and hoping 
that their pleasant relations will continue, no ex- 
pectation is held out that the railroad will recip- 
rocate in an effort to free the city’s finest park 
and residence quarter from railroad nuisances 
which check the city’s westward development. 

The ordinance requiring the use of electricity 
as a motive power in the park is an excellent 
measure. It is necessary to abolish the smoke nul- 
gance, which damages the park trees, pollutes 
the atmosphere and causes widespread discom- 
fort and injury in and around the park. Its en- 
forcement is within the police powers of the 
city. But Mr. Delano objects to it at the present 
time because it will cost the railroad something. 
He intimates that the road will fight its enforce- 
ment in the courts. He suggests the impractica- 
bility of electric locomotives in the face of the 
use of electric engines on the New York Central 
and of Mr. Harriman’s action in electrifying one 
of his roads. 

Mr. Delano may set his mind at rest on this 
point. The locomotive smoke nuisance in the 
park will be abolished. If the present ordinance 
is not valid, another will be passed. It will be 
abolished also in the residence districts. The 
grade crossings will be abolished. All of these im- 
provements will be enforced, with others that 
may be necessary to the public safety and com- 
fort. 

But the Wabash president yields one point. He 
will consider a proposition from the. city looking 
to the removal of the tracks. He asks for a defi- 
nite plan and proposal. This opportunity to nego- 
tiate should be utilized. The policy of the city 
should be formu‘eted and a plan for the removal 
of the tracks devised and presented to 
President Delano. This task primarily belongs to 
the Mayor and the Board of Public Improve- 
ments. No doubt capable citizens interested in 
the object to be accomplished would co-operate. 
Certainly the property owners, who would be 
benefited, should join the movement and do their 
full share. : 

The end can be gained if the administration 
earnestly supports the project. The municipality 
can make it advantageous for the Wabash to 
remove its tracks and very disadvantageous for 
it to stay in Forest Park against the r=blic in- 
terest and the popuiar will.

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PUNISHING THE COUNTRY. 

In juvenile games our tariff makers are also 
expert. If the opponents of free hides can’t get 
what they want, they are going to prevent oth- 
ers from realizing their hopes, too. If the free 
hide men win, they must have their success tem- 
pered by free leather, and there has even been 
a threat of free wool. 

The country will stand aghast at the prospect. 
AS a penalty for insisting on free hides, which is 
a petty gain, it will have inflicted free leather 
and, perhaps, free wool, which would be a near- 
triumph. A country in danger of such a calam- 
ity will smile bravely and hope the warring tar- 
iff factions will do their worst. 

In fact, if the struggle should proceed so far 
that the country would be punished for wanting 
free hides with free cotton stockings, free gloves 
and free coal, lumber, iron ore ind sugar, it 
would probably consider that its sin had earned 
the wages. The country can stand a lot of such 
punishment.

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THE RICH AND THE INCOME TAX. 

John D. Rockefeller is opposed to an income 
tax. He considers it a denial of man’s right to 
undivided ownership of his property and there- 
fore confiscation. When a man has accumulated 
a sum of money in a legally honest way he be- 
lieves the people no longer have any right to 
share in the earnings of that accum lation. 

This view is in accord with the public’s con- 
ception of Mr. Rockefeller’s character. It shows 
him in a frame of mind which harmonizes with 
his business methods and activities. It typifies 
the attitude of the class of rich men to which 
he belongs toward the income tax amendment. 

While taxation is a form of confiscation, our 
tax theories are sufficiently elastic to admit the 
accommodation of the law to the practical needs 
of society. Any plan, honestly conceived and ex- 
ecuted, which promises equitable or more equita- 
ble distribution of tax burdens ‘is justified by 
known conditions. It is difficult to conceive a 
situation in which the demand that taxes be 
paid by wealth would be either unjust or inequita- 
ble, if there is no concurrent penalizing of thrift 
or curtailing of opportunity. The one effect 
sought from an income tax and the one result 
to be achieved will be the shifting of a fair share 
of obligations from the weak to the strong—from 
poverty to wealth.

Letter in the Chicago News. 

I sometimes think that we Chicago citt- 
zens are not fully conscious of our mis- 
ery. 

For instance: If a policeman were seen 
in @ saloon in St. Louis taking a drink 
at the bar it would be so unusual a 
sight that a citizen beholding him would 
be very likely to report it. The police- 
men are not permitted to drink in sa- 
loons. 

St. Louis had mounted police 15 years 


men as you can find any place. They 
used to compete annually with the well- 
trained cavalry from Jefferson Bar- 
racks and would win in a contest as 
often as they were defeated. They are 
all young meén and fine horsemen. 

The streets of St. Loul# are paved. 
The alleys are paved. There is an elec- 
tric light at each street entrance to the 
alley and a light in the center. Streets 
in St. Louls are sprinkled frem four to 
ten times a day, depending on the lo- 
cality, and the sprinkling is paid for 
by the municipality, the property being 
taxed a very small sum, something like 
1 mill or 2 mills on the $100. This 
sprinkling is done from the first of Apri! 
until the first of November. Formerly 
one householder paid for sprinkling and 
his neighbor didn’t. The result was 
the man that paid for sprinkling got 
just as much dust as the man that 
didn't pay. 

St. Louis for the past 15 years has 
had garbage-reduction plants. Every 
householder is compelled to seperate the 
garbage, the dry from the wet, etc., put 
i: in metal cans and place it at his back 
gate, where it is curried away in metal 
wagons—no leakage. 

A city ordinance that is enforced com- 
pels owners of vacant lots to cut the 
weeds and this is done before they have 
time to seed. 

In the winter season every household- 
er and business house is compelled to 
see that the sidewalk in front of his 
place ie cleaned of the snow. If the 
walk is not cleaned immediately after 
a snowfall, the policeman on the beat 
will call attention to the matter. This 
has beén the case for years. The result 
is that ft is no longer necessary to call 
attention to the cleaning. Not only that, 
but immediately after snow, boys and 
men, knowing that there are dimes and 
quarters to be earned, are out with their 
shovels and brooms and are looking for 
the odd jobs of cleaning off the snow. 
This applies to vacant as well as other 
property. 

gt. Louis has had an ordinance for 
years that is enforced against expec- 
torating on sidewalks or in pubiic places 
or street cars. 

It is well known that 8t.. Louis has 
had a very fine street-car service for 
years past.

AWAIT FEDERAL AGENT 


Fear Grows for Patrons’ Ac- 
counts*-Lzoss Known to 
Exceed. $85,000.

TIPTON, Ind., July 27.—How * much 
more than $60,000 is missing from the 
First National Bank, of which Noah 
Marker, who has disappeared, was as- 
sistant cashier, continued today a se- 
cret, locked from the public hehind the 
doors of the institution. 

Early this morning little groups of 
country and townspeople, among them 
anxious depositors, gathered near the 
bank, curiously rereading and discuss- 
ing the placard announcing that Marker 
had absconded with all the bank’s avail. 
able cash and that the institution would 
be closed until further instruction had 
been received from the Treasury De- 
partment at Washingten. 

Bank Examiner W. D. Frazier of War- 
saw, Ind., was expected to arrive today 
and take charge of the books. 

At least $25,000, it has been discov- 
ered in a rapid inspection of the bank’s 
accounts, had ben missing before -Mar- 
ker left, and at the close of business 
Seiurday the cash box in the safe had 
been emptied of the $60,000 it contained 
and the time lock set so that the vault 
could not be opened until yesterday 
morning. This brings the total of mon- 
ey missing, so far as now positively 
known, to $85,000. ; 

Interest Mozmey Manipulated. 

It is alleged that the interest-bearing 

accounts of the bank particularly have 


-been manipulated. The total under this 


head is about $400,000, and as most ef 
the accounts were undisturbed by their | 
depositors for long periods, it was com- 
paratively easy to draw from them. 
How many thousands of dollars these 
accounts are short is a questien yet to 
be answered.

$800,000. : 

The ingtitutieon has been extraordi- 
narily prosperous under the management 
of William Marker, the cashier, and his 
brother, the missing man.

PARK TRACKAGE 


Pitzman’s Extension Plan, He 
Asserts, Would Benefit 
Few, 


—_—! 

The extension of the Wabash Railroad 
tracks in Forest Park from Union boule- 
vard to De Baliviere avenue, as pro- 
posed by Julius Pitzman, is opposed by 
Yerd A. Beneke, a real estate man of 
1008 Chestnut street. Efforts have been 
nade w get all of the real estate men 
of the city to sign a petition favoring 
wir, Pitzman’s plan. 

“Instead of giving the Wabash more 
trackage in Forest Park I think we 
Ought to try to get rid of the tracks al- 
ready in the park,’’ said Mr. Beneke. 

“I am unalterably opposed to the use 
of any more of the park for railroad 
purposes. The park belongs to all the 
people of the city. I do not see why 
the interests of the entire people should 
be jeopardized to benefit a few property 
owners in the West End. 


Extension Would Be Injurious, 

“The owners of a narrow strip of prop- 
erty on the north side of the park would 
undoubtedly be benefited by having the 
tracks removed. But the park belongs 
to the entire people, and they would be 
injured if the track was extended 2000 
feet more in Forest Park. 

‘We ought to have a sacred regard 
for our parks, and instead of advocating 
their further defacement by railroads, 
we ought to be using every effort te cure 
the evil that already exists. 

“The people in the South End and the 
North End are owners of Forest Park 
as much as the people of the West End, 
The Post-Dispatch should be commended 
for its opposition to the plan to give the 
road an additional 2000 feet of ground in 
the park, 

“I think it is a mistake for the real 
estate men to advocate Mr. Pitzman’s 
pian. In fact, I am surprised that Mr. 
ritzman ever presented it. 

Divert Traffic to North. 

“TI like to take my boy out to Forest 
Park to see the beauties of nature, and 
I do not want any additional railroad 
tracks there to endanger his life and 
mine. 

“The Wabash ought to divert its traf- 
fic to the north route, or used the outer 
belt of the Terminal to bring its trains 
into the city, and then go down the 
Mii] Creek Valley along the line of the 
Missouri Pacific. I am sure there is 
some solution of this probiem without 
giving up any more of the park to the 
railroads.’’
